tlie  world  as  long  as  I  live.’  How  did 
my  heart  leap  for  joy,  when  1  rent!  the 
confession  which  the  Spirit  of  God  iiim- 
self  had  drawn  from  the  heart  of  this 
Jew  !  1  felt  what  a  blessing  it  i.s  to  be 

enabled  to  confess  Jesus  llie  Saviour 
before  all  men.  1  returned  a  written 
answer  to  the  new  convert,  and  told 
him  that  I  gave  thanks  to  the  great  Je¬ 
hovah,  for  the  loving  kindness  with 
which  He  haii  led  him  to  the  know- 
Jedge  of  his  truth  :  and  I  exliorted  him 
not  long  to  delay  confessing  liim  public¬ 
ly,  whom  in  his  lieart  he  liad  already 
learnt  to  worship  in  secret. 

In  this  important  and  diflieult  duty, 
the  Rabbi  Mendel  was  streiuitlicncd  by 
the  grace  of  God.  Like  Selig,  he  re¬ 
solved  to  proclaim  Jesus  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  as  his  Lord  and  Saviour,  from 
that  very  chair  in  which  he  had  former¬ 
ly  blasphemed  his  name.  He  request¬ 
ed  me  also  to  attend  again,  not  to  dis¬ 
pute,  but  only  to  listen  to  what  he  should 
declare.  This  request,  however,  I  was 
not  able  to  comply  with,  owing  to  the 
hostility  of  those  Jews  who  had  witness¬ 
ed  my  conduct  on  the  former  occasion. 
The  worthy  man,  therefore,  resolved 
to  make  his  confession  alone,  unsup¬ 
ported  by  the  presence  of  any  disciple 
of  Jesus,  but  relying  upon  strength  from 
on  high.  It  was  on  the  eighth  ofMay. 
on  tlic  feast  of  the  new  moon,  when  a 
metnber  of  the  synagogue  had  covered 
his  head  to  pray  for  the  soul  of  his  mo¬ 
ther  who  was  just  dead,  that  Rabbi 
Mendel,  having  also  covered  his  head 
with  the  tabes,  began  the  following  con¬ 
versation  with  bis  afflicted  brother. 

Rabbi  Alendd.  Do  you  under¬ 
stand  what  you  are  praying  foi  ? 

Jew.  I  pray  for  the  soul  of  my  de¬ 
parted  mother  ;  it  is  the  usual  prayer, 
though  I  do  not  perhaps  comprehend 
it. 

Rabbi  Mendel.  How  can  you  pray 
what  you  do  not  understand  ?

lav  hands  on  him.  I^ansing  a  moment  at

[)ious  Christians,  nflecllonate  husbands 
and  wives,  lender  fathers  and  mothers, 
and  peaceful  neighbours.  Considering 
these  things,  1  have  always  thought 
myself  among  the  happiest  of  men,  in 
serving  in  this  way  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.”  Would  this  true  servant  of 
his  heavenly  Master  have  exchanged 
that  feeling  for  all  the  victories  of  Bona¬ 
parte,  and  all  his  power,  even  if  that 
power  had  been  stable  ? — Could  any 
success  in  the  pursuit  of  fame  or  for¬ 
tune  have  given  him  a  happiness  equal 
in  kind  or  degree,  to  that  which  he  thus 
deserved  and  obtained  i!  Captain  Sa¬ 
bine  of  the  Engineers,  lias  authorized 
the  Committee  to  state  liis  testimony, 
that  “  after  spending  six  weeks  in  the 
colony,  and  closely  and  repeatedly  in¬ 


specting  the  state  of  the  liberated  Afri¬ 


cans,  under  llie  care  of  Ciirisiiau  in¬ 
structors,  the  icpresenlaliou  of  their 
improved  coiidilioii  was  perfectly  true; 
and  that  in  reference  to  the  largest  as¬ 
semblage  of  them,  at  Regents  Town, 
their  spirit  and  conduct  are  sucii,  lliat 
he  is  persuaded  thtre  is  not  to  be  seen 
upon  earth.,  a  community  of  equal  size, 
so  truly  exemplary.^^  A  naval  officer, 
vvlio  tiad  seen  much  of  ine  negroes  in 
slavery,  was  so  struck  with  the  slate  of 
these,  that  he  could  hardly  believe  they 
had  been  uiider  instruction  only  since 
liic  end  of  the  year  18JG.  Inquiring 
what  method  had  been  pursued  lobring 
lli'.mi  from  tlie  deplorable  condition  in 
which  they  were  received,  to  such  a 
state  in  so  short  a  lime,  Sir  Charles 
M’vJarihy  replied  “  no  other  thanfeaf/i- 
i//g-  them  the  truths  of  Christianity, 
winch  lliese  gentlemen  were  sent  to 
propigale  by  the  Cliurcii  Missionary 
Society.  By  this  alone  they  have  ruled 
them,  and  have  raised  lliem  to  a  com¬ 
mon  level  with  other  civilized  people  ; 
and  believe  me,”  he  added,  “if  ^ou 
admit  Christian  teachers  into  your 
i.slau(l,  you  will  find  your  negroes  soon 
become  airectionale  and  faithful  ser¬ 
vants  to  you.”

And  will  it  not  apiiear  when  the  pur¬ 
suits  ot  all  are  displayed  before  the 
universe,  that  so.ne  v.iio  profess  to  be 
the  disciples  oi  Jesus,  read  day  after 
day,  tlie  poetry  or  miscellany  of  the 
age,  w'illi  more  interest,  tiiuii  they  have 
ielt  lor  this  Divine  hook 

The  Institut  ion  cf  ilihle  Cla  sses, 
may  he  considered  as  one  of  the  wisest 
measures  that  have  been  adopted  in  the 
Church,  in  modern  times.  We  are 
not  surprised  at  the  fact,  that  so  many 
revivals  begin  in  these  classes.  We 
wish  that  something  might  be  attempted 
which  should  include  those  ol  mature 
years.  Men  ot  every  age,  need  instruc¬ 
tion  from  the  Bible and  men  of 
eveiy  age  are  capable  ot  feeling  an 
interest  m  an  elucidation  ot  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.  It  lias  otten  been  remarked  that 
no  preaching  gains  better  attention,  or 
seems  to  be  more  profitable,  than  that 
wliicli  consists,  in  part,  ot  exposition, 
ll  excites  new  interest  in  the  Bible,  and 
leads  the  hearer  to  examine  the  word 
ol  God  for  liimself, — and  we  see  no 
difficulty  in  accomplishing  something 
similar,  in  respect  to  a  whole  congrega¬ 
tion,  to  that  instruction  which  is  now 
confined,  chiefly,  to  the  young.  Though 
a  large  pari  of  the  books  lately  publish¬ 
ed,  to  promote  the  study  of  the  Bible, 
are  fined  especially  lor  the  comprehen¬ 
sion  ol  children  and  youth,  there  arc 
some  even  ot  this  class  which  might  he 
read  and  studied  too,  with  profit,  by 
Kien  ol  all  ages.  There  are  others 
more  elaborate,  w’hich  still  might  be 
made  interesting  to  common  minds.  It 
lias  occurred  to  us,  that  J  aim’s  Biblical 
Archaeology,  a  work  which  has  been 
some  years  befoie  the  public,  and  w’hich 
we  presume,  is  lamiliar  to  most  of  our 
clerical  hreiliren,  might  be  a  good  text 
book,  lor  a  course  ot  familiar  evening 
lectures.  A  multitude  ot  passages  in 
the  Bible  are  happily  explained  mere — 
and  might  easily  be  made  intelligibe 
to  any  mind  ol  ordinary  reflection. 
And  the  Pastor  would  probably  be  well 
rewarded  by  an  increase  of  knowledge, 
for  all  the  labour  necessary  in  preparing 
Ins  exercises.  We  know  not  of  any 
work  which  is  to  any  extent  suited  to

obtain  these  advantages.  We  wish  that  there 
was  an  Uducation  Society  altuclied  to  every  pa¬ 
rish  in  our  counl''y,  and  wliat  an  immensity  of 
good  might  be  done,  if  every  congregation 
would  undertake  to  provide  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  one  student.

Jart  by  the  British  settlements,  and  in  part  over¬ 
run  by  wild  CaftVes.  The  account  is  given  in  :• 
letter  from  .Mr.  Shaw,  the  Methodist  lussionaty, 
dated  Wesle}  ville,  I'ebruary  7, 162ji.

Hobo,  at  the  period  of  his  de-atli,  w  as,  .vs  1 
judged  from  his  appearance,  about  35  years  ot 
age.  During  a  period  cf  peace,  about  twentv 
rears  ago,  he,  as  well  as  many  other  Caf- 
fires,  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Boors,  b\ 
which  means,  being  young,  he  acquired  a  kind 
cf  broken  Dutch;  but  it  does  not  appear  ihat, 
while  among  the  Colonists,  h-j  learned  anything 
respecting  the  Great  God  his  Creator.  On  leav- 
mg  the  i-trvice  of  the  Boors,  he  returned  to 
Calireland,  where  he  followed  the  customs  and 
depraved  practices  of  his  countr>mcn.  He  told 
me,  when  lying  dying  on  his  mat,  that  he  h.id 
lived  all  his  days  “  as  other  CaffVes  lived,  stu¬ 
pid  and  sinful.”  The  Cafl’res  are  a  hardv  race, 

^nd  frequently  take  such  liberties  with’theni- 
selves,  as  would  entvitably  destroy  the  lives  of 
I^uroptans;  it  is  not  unfrequent  to  st  c  tl.em, 

'Abilein  a  slate  of  the  most  profuse  p'.rspiration, 
plunge  into  a  pool  ot  water,  with  impunity,  fo.-  the 
pXirpose  of  cooling  themselves.  And  they  oflt  n 
li.c  down  under  a  bush,  and  sleep,  during  the 
heaviest  rain,  as  also  if  tlieir  kaross  or  cloth  hap¬ 
pen  to  get  wet,  they  thoughtltssly  roll  it  up  at 
i^ight  and  sleep  in  it.  Hobo,  in  cons  quence  ol 
the  last  named  kind  of  imprudence,  brought  up¬ 
on  Liirself  a  disease  cf  the  lungs,  which  proved 
A  constant  trouble  to  him,  and  at  length  icrini- 
dated  his  ir.crtal  life.  A  short  t;:nc  after  our 
laission  commenced  here,  he  ca  ce  to  tlic  place 
'vrith  the  view  of  obtaining  tome  rni  dicine  from 
U3  ,  (for  tiiey  all  have  a  very  high  opinion  of  the 
power  and  efficacy  cf  the  ’Enghslimcn’s  medi- 
esne.)  On  leaving  the  vdiage,  and  imprudent- 
oy  attempting  to  ascend  a  path,  up  a  craggy  and 
steep  hill,  hia  progress  was  budllenly  arrested 
by  the  bursting  of  a  blood-ves.=cl  in  the  lungs. 

A  large  quantity  of  blood  issued  from  hisrnoutb, 
and  ihe  Cadres  around  immeiiiatelv  fied,  as

That  ho  was  born  iii  the  reign  of  Herod 
the  Great,  and  of  the  Roman  Emperor, 
Augustus  Ctesar.  "^I'int  he  was  born 
in  Judea;  in  Heddehem,  the  city  of 
l):i\id;  in  the  stable  of  an  Inn;  and 
was  cradied  in  u  manger.

But  all  these  things,  and  innumerable! 
others,  substantially  of  the  same  nature. 
In  both  respects,  are  declared  concern¬ 
ing  Christ.  All,  also  are  declared  by 
God  lilmsell.  They  are,  therefore, 
true;  and  true,  in  the  natural,  obvious 
sense.  Of  course,  they  are  worthy  of 
all  acceptation. 

It  follows,  then,  that  Christ  is  God 
and  man  in  the  language  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  The  word  became  flesh,  and 
dwelt  among  us.  Yet,  humble  as  were 
the  station  and  circumstances  in  which 
be  apjiearcH,  we  are  able  still  to  behold 
his  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only  begot¬ 
ten  of  the  Father.

— “  How  long  will  ye  halt  between  two  opi¬ 
nions?  1  Kings,  xviii.  21.  “  No  man  can 
serve  two  masters.”  Matt.  vi.  2-1.  We 
know,  if  we  would  be  saved,  we  must  love 
and  serve  (3od  ;  but  we  would  fain  separate 
from  that  love,  and  that  service,  whatever 
is  burdensome  ;  and  leave  only  what  is 
pleasing  to  us.  We  would  serve  him  on  the 
termsof  giving  him  only  words  and  ceremo¬ 
nies,  and  of  those  ceremonies,  only  such  as 
are  not  loo  long  and  tedious.  We  wntild 
love  (Jodon  the  terms  of  loving,  with  hi.m, 
and  perhaps  above  him,  things  which  he  has 
fobidden  and  condemned  We  would  love 
him  on  the  terms  of  diminishing  nothing  in 
that  blind  self-love,  whereby,  instead  of  re¬ 
ferring  ourselves  to  God,  by  whom  and  from 
whom  we  exist,  we,  on  the  contrary,  refer 
God  lo  ourselves,  and  betake  ourselves 
to  him  only  as  a  source  of  comfort, 
when  the  creatures  fail  us.  We  w’ould 
serve  him  and  love  him  on  the  terms  of 
being  sometimes  ashamed  of  him,  and  not 
venturing  to  give  him  any  more  than  the 
world  shall  allow  and  approve  of.  What 
kind  of  love  and  service  is  this  ? 

God  will  admit  no  other  terms  with  us, 
but  tbo'O  which  we  covenanted  in  our  bap- 
ti  111.  wherein  we  promised  to  renounce  the 
woild  for  his  sake.  His  first  and  great  com¬ 
mandment  requires  that  we  should  love  him 
unreservedly  with  our  whole  heart,  and 
mind,  and  strength.  Can  he  be  said  truly 
to  love  God,  who  pays  great  deference  to  the 
world,  his  adversary,  against  which  he  has 
denounced  so  many  judgments  ?  Can  he  be 
said  to  love  God,  who  is  afraid  of  knowing 
him  too  n)uch,  lest  he  should  he  too  far  en¬ 
gaged  in  his  service  ?  Can  he  be  said  to  love 
God  who  satisfies  himself  with  not  aflront- 
ing  him,  and  takes  no  pains  to  please  him, 
nor  is  zealous  for  an  opportunity  to  serve 
him  ?  God  sets  no  limits  to  his  love  towards 
us,  and,  therefore,  our  returns  to  him  should 
be  of  the  same  nature.  Fexelon.

10.  “  For  we  shall  all  stand  before 
tlie  judgment  seat  of  Christ.” 

Not  many  of  my  dear  young  readers 
have  ever  been  into  a  court  of  justice  ; 
but,  there  is  no  scene  so  able  as  that,  to 
explain  (in  some  small  degree)  the 
meaning  of  this  text.  Even  in  this 
world,  it  is  an  awful  sight  to  see  a  poor 
criminal  tried  at  the  bar  of  the  judge; 
and  if  he  is  condemned  to  death,  oh, 
what  a  chili  runs  through  the  hearers, 
and  wiiai  a  trembling  over  his  own 
frame  !  But  what  is  all  this  when  com¬ 
pared  to  tlie  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 
You,  my  dear  child,  may  never  be 
brought  to  the  bar  of  an  earthly  judge  ; 
but  you  must  stand  before  the  bar  of 
your  heavenly  judge  :  “for  we  shall  all 
stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ,’*  yes — alt :  you  and  I,  and  every 
one  we  know,  or  ever  saw,  or  heard  of, 
and  what  for.^  it  is  to  give  an  account 
of  ourselves.  All !  the  stoutest  heart 
will  tremble  then.  The  secrets  of  all 
hearts  will  then  be  open,  and  that  be¬ 
fore  saints  and  angels.  Many  a  wick¬ 
ed  trick  you  have  done,  which  no  one 
has  ever  known,  will  then  be  brought  to 
light.  Do  you  begin  to  feel  afraid  ot 
this  day  ^  Oh  !  if  your  heart  condemns 
you,  God  is  gpeater  than  your  heart  and 
knoweth  all  things.”  But  dear  child, 
there  is  one  way  to  escape  the  horrors 
of  this  day,  and  only  one.  Make  the 
judge  your  friend  now.  In  this  world, 
Christ  wails  to  receive  and  pardon  sin¬ 
ners  ;  but  in  the  next  world  he  will 
judge  tiiem.  Pray,  then,  to  Jesus,  tell 
hitn  all  you  feel,  own  to  him  every 
wicked  thing  you  can  remember  to  have 
done;  ask  him  to  give  you  more  of  his 
spirit,  that  you  may  hale  sin,  love  holi- 
neiss,  and  so  have  God’s  favour  here,  as 
not  to  dread  his  anger  hereafter.  Amen. 

“  It  is  time  enough  yet.'' — Alfred 
Saunders  was  a  boy  about  ten  years  of 
age ;  he  enjoyed  good  health,  he  was 
blessed  with  afieciionatc  parents  who 
afibrdtnl  him  numerous  advantages,  he 
was  not  without  considerable  natural 
talents,  hut  he  was  indolent.  It  is 
tirne  enough  yetf  was  his  usual  reply, 
when  exhorted  to  set  about  any  thing 
which  required  the  most  trifling  elfort  of 
mind  or  exertion  of  body.  This  unfortu¬ 
nate  habit  frequently  brought  him  into 
unpleasant  circumstances;  but  although 
he  felt  regret  at  the  moment,  no  per¬ 
manent  influence  was  produced  on  his 
character. 

If  he  was  sent  on  a  message,  and  de- 
sirod  to  go  at  a  certair*.  time,  he  would 


delay  till  tlie  last  minute,  asserting,  thp,} 
there  was  time  enough  yet,  bv  which  it 
often  happened  that  the  message  Ca¬ 
useless.  * 

His  younger  brothers  had  made  con, 
siderably  more  progress  in  learning 
titan  himself;  but  if. reminded  that  the 
hours  of  youth  were  precious  and  ought 
lo  be  improved,  he  would  assent  to  the 
truth  of  the  remark ;  but  he  said  to 
himself,  there  is  time  enough  yet  •  J 
can  overtake  them  when  I  please. 

Jt  was  in  vain  to  tell  him  that  fihs 
was  a  habit  which  grew  more  powerfi^ 
by  indulgence,  and  that  the  sooner  he 
conquered  it  the  better,  “/r  is  time 
enough  ijetf  to  set  about  that,  said  the 
self-sufficient  boy  :  1  can  do  it  any  day 
I  like.  . 


His  father  had  promised  his  children 
an  excursion  by  water.  The  day  wjs 
appointed,  the  whole  party  were  to  as¬ 
semble  at  the  breakfast  table  bv  eight 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  for  this 
purpose  they  were  to  rise  at  six.  At 
six  o’clock,  the  little  folks  were  called* 
and  all,  except  Alfred,  immediately 
arose — he  inquired  what  hour  it  was 
and  turning  round,  said,  “ is  timi 
enough  yet  /”  I  shall  be  ready  early 
enough.  But  although  the  bright  sum¬ 
mer’s  sun  shone  in  his  face,  Alfred  lay 
fast  asleep,  and  breakfast  being  finished, 
the  party  went  off,  leaving  Alfred  to 
mourn  over  Ills  disappointment. 

On  their  return  at  night,  Mr.  Saun¬ 
ders  assembled  his  children  together, 
and  look  the  opportunity  lo  warn  them 
oi  the  folly  and  danger  of  encouraging 
the  iiabit  which  had  lost  Alfred  a  share 
in  the  j)leasurc  of  the  day. 

My  dear  children,  said  he,  you  can¬ 
not  yet  be  aware  of  the  importance  of 
diligence,  punctuality,  and  industry  in 
every  pursuit.  Habits  of  indolence  will 
render  you  useless,  instead  of  valuable 
rnei'nbers  oi  society.  If  you  act  through¬ 
out  life  on  the  principle  of  poor  Alfred, 
that  there  is  time  enough  yet,  you  wili 
be  unhappy  yourselves,  and  be  despis¬ 
ed  by  others.  Let  us  suppose  you 
grown  up  and  engaged  in  business;  you 
make  an  engagement  with  an  individual 
at  a  certain  hour  on  matters  of  impor¬ 
tance.  This  habit  of  indulging  the 
thought,  that  “  It  is  time  enough  yetf 
will  lead  you  lo  break  your  appoint¬ 
ments — thus  disappointing  your  friend, 
who  finding  that  you  do  not  scruple  to 
violate  your  word,  will  place  no  depen¬ 
dence  on  your  promises  for  the  future. 

But,  my  dear  children,  1  am  appre¬ 
hensive  lest  you  should  indulge  in  this 
feeling  in  the  more  important  concerns 
of  the  soul.  1  know  how  common  it  is 
for  young  people  to  think,  when  they 
are  invited  to  imitate  the  example  of 
early  piety,  which  we  set  before  them, 
that  “  It  is  time  enough  yet."  Recol¬ 
lect,  how’ever,  that  our  time  is  short; 
that  our  life  is  compared,  in  the  word  of 
God,  to  the  vapour  that  appears  for  a 
little  time — to  the  flower,  which  in  the 
morning  is  green  and  fresh  in  its  beauty, 
and  in  ihe  evening  is  cut  down  and  with¬ 
ered.  True  wisdom  consists  in  an  early 
dedication  of  the  heart  to  the  Saviour* 
and  the  greatest  folly  is  shown  by  those 
who  presume  to  estimate  how  long  they 
may  delay  seeking  his  salvation.  Let 
me  entreat  you  to  seek  him  while  be  is 
to  be  found  :  for  now  is  the  accept¬ 
ed  lime — even  to-morrow  may  be  too 
late. 

Alfred  Saunders  grew  up  to  be  a 
young  man ;  as  his  parents  feared,  so  it 
proved  :  he  neglected  to  conquer  the 
habit  of  deferring  till  to-morrow  what 
might  be  done  to-day,  and  the  evils 
which  his  father  had  pointed  out,  were 
exhibited  in  his  conduct.  But  while 
yet  in  the  flower  of  his  age,  in  the  midst 
of  the  gaiety  of  his  heart,  while  he  was 
planning  for  future  years,  he  was  at¬ 
tacked  by  a  violent  fever.  On  the  sick 
bed  from  which  he  never  again  arose, 
he  meurned  over  his  folly,  and  bitterly 
reproached  himself  for  his  indifference 
to  parental  exhortations.  His  affection¬ 
ate  parents  attempted  to  direct  him  even 
then  to  the  Saviour,  as  able  lo  pardon 
those  wlio  believe  on  Him,  but  to  all 
their  eftbrts  his  reply  to  the  last  was 
this,  “  JS'o!  d\'o  !  It  is  now  too  late — H 
is  too  late."
